1935 SAC Track Star 
Pilots Death Plane 


Rudy J. Holman, a 1935 grad- 
uate of Santa Ana College, was 
killed last week in the Agana, 


Guam crash of a four engine 
transport plane that killed 78 
persens. 

A flier and flight instructor 


in World War II, Holman was 
pilot of the ill-fated plane which 
crashed shortly after take-off. He 
had flown for 20 years without an 
accident. 

While at SAC Holman starred 
in track and set a mile reeord of 
4:32.9 sec. SAC placed third in 
the EC championships that year 
with Holman being unable to 
participate due to being injured 
the day before. 

An Orange High Schoo! grad- 
uate of 1933, Holman was one of 
15 to letter in track at SAC that 
vear. 

The pilot, who had been living 
in Reseda prior to his death, 
leaves his widow and three child- 
ren.

Auto Students Break Ground 
For $4000 Dynamometer Rig 


Installation of a new Dynamometer auto checking 


machine is now underway 


in building G, announced 


George Sweeney, auto trades instructor, today. 
The 11 foot long, $4000 machine will enable SAC’s 
auto trades shop to offer the finest equipment available 


for instruction in auto mechanics. 
The primary purpose of a Dyna- 
mometer is to create a_ testing 
course inside the garage, with no 
need for taking a car out on the 
road to determine the nature of 
mechanical difficulties. 


The machine acts as a_ yard- 
stick for the car engine, for it 
puts the engine to work and 
measures its output, without mov- 
ing the vehicle. 

Weighing 1846 pounds, the 
Dynamometer is in two sections. 


One is set into the garage floor 
and holds the vehicle; the other, 
an instrument panel, is mounted 
on a boom. 

Installation of the machine is a 
student project, in cooperation 
with Glen M. Larsen’s machine 
shop pupils. The boom that holds 
the ‘brains’ of the machine is 


being made in the machine shop. 
Sweeney estimates that $1000 
in installation costs is being saved 
through the 
program.

Business Education 


Expands with College 


(Editor’s note: This is the 
second of a series of articles 
to introduce the SAC student 
to the various academic 
departments on the campus.) 


The Business Education Depart- 
ment at Santa Ana College not 
only matches the school in age but 
has more**han attracted its share 
of the expanding student body. 
The department, in turn, is widen- 
ing its scope of interests to keep 
pacé with the ‘demands of the 
business world. 

The combination of these pres- 
sures has resulted in a depart- 
ment offering an AA degree in 
business management, with the 


possibility of emphasis in a variety 
of subjects, as well as the founda- 
tion for transfer for those in 
search of a bachelor’s degree. 


The outside employment pro- 
gram, known as the Distributive 
Education Program, is one of the 
features of the future depart- 
ment, Neevil W. Helm, depart- 
ment ehairman declares. This has 
particular application to the mer- 
chandising field in the present 
aspirations of the department, 
according to Mr. Helm. 


Outside Employment 


“The outside employment pro- 
gram,” he declared, “is a closely 
supervised and evaluated pro- 
gram which permits the student 
to actually do practical work 
while enrolled at school. This pro- 
gram is one of the future “hopes” 
of our department. Other plans 
we have include an expansion in 
bookkeeping to enable a student

Newest of the Broadway shows is Archibald Mac-

“J. B.” is only one of nearly 
600 records now available for 
Dons’ listening pleasure. 

The large collection, unusual in 
the respect that it contains no 
music, has been collected in the 
past few years for use of both 
students and faculty. 

“Many of the records available 
are used as aids in the classroom, 
and several of the series follow the 


text books,” states Miss Ruth 
Bradley, head librarian. 
Miss Bradley adds that the 


records used for studying seem to 
be a great help to the students. 
The records cover a_ large 
variety of subjects, including 
Shakespearean plays, sports mono- 
loges, and historical documents. 
One of the more unusual re- 


cordings now available is ‘‘Nauti- 
lus” which contains the actual 
sounds and voices of the famous 
submarine on its journey under the 
polar ice-cap. 

Another new selection, ‘“Human 
Rights’? is a documentary of the 
United Nations declaration of hu- 
man rights and contains an exclu- 
sive interview with Eleanor 
Roosevelt. 

Sports fans, as well .as the non- 
enthusiast, should find Peter 
Ustinov’s “Grand Prix of Gibral- 
tar” a “hilarious satire on the light 
side of sports cars.” 

Nine turntables, complete with 
headphones are available for stu- 
dent use during library hours and 
most selections can be taken out 
for twenty-four hour periods. 

Two portable phonographs are 
also available for group listening 
if arrangements are made in ad- 
vance. :

Mr. Helm has been associated 
with Santa Ana College for the 
past 22 years. He became chairman 
of the department in 1943 and 
has continued in that role except 
for the period 1947-1948 when 
he was assistant business man- 
ager for Santa Ana City Schools. 
Heading the department during 
his absence was Miss Dorothy 
Decker . 


In addition’ to Mr. Helm and 
Miss Decker there are nine other 
instructors covering the varied 
field of business education. They 
are Paul Boranian, Miss Alice 
Smith, Gino Fragnoli, Theodore 
Beall, Robert Swift, Wallace 
Jolly, William Ring, Alfred Okey 
and Edward Forester. 


Challenge Met 
The facilities used by the de- 
partment have been pushed to 
accomodate the demands of enroll- 
ment, according to Mr. Helm, but, 
so far SAC has met the challenge 


in both space and equipment. 
In fact, the “‘antique”’ display of 
business equipment maintained 


by the department now contains 
models that at one time served 
for instruction by the school. 

The business education depart- 
ment now boasts four special 
rooms for the accomodation of 
specialized instruction. These are 
the typing room, a transcription 
room, office machines room and 
a merchandising room. 

Transcription Rooms 

Worthy of note, according to 
Mr. Helm, are the transcription 
and merchandising rooms. Special 
switches permit three transcribing 
machines to be ‘‘piped”’ in to three 
banks of desks with ear phones 
so that students may be placed in 
three different speed categories. 
The merchandising room includes 
a special display show window 
for practice and demonstration 
purposes. 

The academic program offered 
by SAC well prepares a student to 
enter either the practical business 
world or to go on 
educational areas, 
Mr. Helm.

When Leroy Whittle checked 
out of school last Friday morning 
bound for Oregon State, he took 
with him all hope that Santa Ana 
College football fans may have had 
of the fleet All American halfback 
wearing a Don uniform this year. 

But he wouldn’t have played 
anyway. 

Eastern Conference officials 
had formed a much stronger line 
of defense against Whittle than 
their respective football teams 
ever threw up against the Don 
speedmerchant last year on the 
gridiron. 

The conference committee de- 
elared friend Whittle ineligible 
at their meeting Tuesday morning. 

In short, although the EC big 
wigs did not exactly go out of 
their way to help the Dons in 
their effort to make the SAC star 
eligible, nevertheless, Santa Ana 
was treated fairly by the confer- 
ence and has no gripe coming. 

Now let’s forget about the 
Whittle case. Sure, it was a 
bitter pill to swallow, but a “sour 
grapes’ attitude is not going to 
help the Dons win the conference 
championship. 

Besides, the corps of Don half- 
backs is not exactly a_ slouchy 
crew. 

Gary Underwood was the Sun- 
set League Player of the Year 
in his senior season at Santa Ana 
High and lettered with the Dons 
last year. Playing behind Under- 
wood is Rudy Lucero, Northern 
California Player of the Year last 
season who is also doubling at 
fullback; Bill O’Brien from La- 
guna, who looked so good in the 
SAC opener against Cabrillo; and 
Gary Hart, Most Valuable Player 
in the North-South Prep Game 
this year from Rancho Alamitos.
